Cage Built as a Protector. 


Miss Kate Field intended to have 


gone to Hawaii before this, but her 
departure has been delayed by the 
failure of the Pittsburg Cage Com- 
pany to complete the curious apart- 
ment which Miss Field takes to 
Honolulu with her to protect her 


the ravages of the insects 


abounding in that locality. This 
apartment is practically a cage, 
not unlike the cage which Prof. 
Earner took with him to Africa. 
It 


is twelve feet square and is con- 
structed of light steel rods, upon 
which a fine wire netting or gauze 
is stretched. The mosquitoes and 
alack flies of Hawaii are ingenious 
and industrious birds, but this de- 
vice which Miss Field takes with 
ier will baffle them. The structure 
s mounted upon wheels and is pro- 
•ided with awnings and shutters to 
erve as protection against sun and 
ain. 
The cage itself weighs some- 


what less than 400 pounds; when 
Drovided with the bamboo furni- 
ure and the other domestic ap- 
jurtenances used in Hawaii it will 


i present a very picturesque appear- 
ance. The cage is easily taken 
apart or set up, and when packed 
for transportation will occupy small 
space. 


Miss Field has an overwhelming 


fear of mosquitoes, and this is why 
she has dreaded going to Honolulu. 
The Hawaiian mosquitoes are the 
most curious survivals'with which 
science has to deal—more interest- 
ing even than the platapi of Aus- 
tralia. They are both insectiverous 
and reptilian, and they are am- 
phibious; they have the dorsal fin 
of the Alaskan google (a species 
nearly extinct), and their mandi- 
bles with which they assault and 
prey upon their victims are similar 
in shape and «ize to the beak of the 
bueeros rhinoceros of the East In- 
die*. These mosquitoes are mam- 
mals, and they are 
particularly 


ferocious during the season when 
they are nurturing their young. A

Torturing Prisoners to Make Them 


Confess.

LONDON, Oct. 1U.—The Pall Mall 


Gazette published a second letter from 
its correcpondeut in Kucbeng, detail- 
ing the difficulties attending com- 
munication with Foo Chow, and de- 
scribing the trial of a prisoner impli- 
cated in the outrages upon the mis- 
sionaries. 


"When court is ready," the writer 


says, "the accused mau is brought in 
handcuffed 
He is filthy in appear- 


ance aud bas the wild and ghostly 
look of a starved man, which be is. 
The prisoner opens the proceedings by 
swearing he was nowhere near the 
scene of the massacre, and then the 
torture ben I us. 


"The man is first compelled to kneel 


with bis bare knees upon a coil of 
chain. His head is dragged back and 
his pigtail Is fastened to a rack hijth 
above his head. A pole is then thrust 
across bis legs and two soldiers stand 
on each end of it, crushing the poor 
wretch s knees into the coil of the 
chain 
"The British 
Consul could 
not 


stand this method of extracting testi- 
mony, au<l insisted it be stopped. 
This was done, so far as the proceed^ 
ings in the courtroom were concerned, 
but for an hoar afterwards the shrieks 
of the tormented prisoners could be 
heard coming from an adjacent room 
where the torture was continued. 


"When the Magistrate wanted to 


hear the confession of a tortured man 
the prisoner was brought back into 
the courtroom. If he held back his 
confession he was threatened with a 
resumption of this torture. 
This was 


usually sufficient to cause the pris 
oner to tell all he knew, rather than 
return to the torture chamber. 


"Besides the torture described the 


prisoners were beaten with bamboo 
stick i until their eyelids were most 
horrible to see. Oue prisoner appear- 
ed in t'>e courtroom unable to walk 
from the beating he had received and 
another was unable to kneel because 
his kuees had been broken by the 
chain links, and his thighs bad been 
lacerated by the strokes of the bamboo 
rods. 


"In the midst of such misery fruits, 
teas ana wines wer«- ror-ved H."** ^ere 
partaken of by the Chinese officials, 
who could not understand why the for- 
eigners present pushed these delica- 
cies aside, refusing to touch them." 


A correspondent.declares the pow 


ere ought to demand justice without 
torture, reaching the mandarin as 
promptly as the man who works in 
the field. The whole business, he 
says, lit8 at the door of corrupt offl 
cials. 


A Paris dispatch to the Times re- 


ports that the Catholic mission at 
Lyons has received letters reporting 
aggressions against the 
Europeans 


and Chri-tiauH of the central prov- 
inces of China. The mission station at 
Nau Ching has been de^troy^d ami 
some of the converts killed aud others 
wounded. The Russ-ian Consul, ia the 
absence of the French Consul, was 
appealed to.

sharing will tend to harmonize the 
interest? of all parties.

ers themselves have an interest in 
getting rid of bad men, and a com- 
pany of laborers becomes a kind of 
mutual insurance affair. 
They act 


as their own police, their own over- 
seers. 


"The scheme of profit-sharing not 


only works well in the sugar indus- 
try; it is yet more suited to the 
coffee industry, which is coming 
into vogue. 
Man}- Japanese want 


permanence; they want homes of 
their own, and in the coffee indus- 
try the wives and children find 
much work that they can do.

It was a warm, sultry morning, not 


in the least inspiring to industry, apd 
the night of the heaped up sewing- 
table was positively oppressive. . I 
groaned aloud at the thought of stick- 
ing in a needle only to pull it out 
again, and growing sleepy before noon 
in such employment, when conscience 
came to my rescue and reminded me 
of my promise to visit the kindergar- 
tens. It was an inspiration. Con- 
science Is not always so entirely in 
sympathy with one's inclinations, so 
I joy fully made ready and set oat to 
"live -with 
the children" for one 


morning, 
thanking Froebel- for his 


motto, and profoundly grateful to .my 
mentor for suggesting 'hat I could 
substitute a pleasant duty /or a tire 
some one. 


Emma Hall was the goal of my am- 


bition, and I arrived in time to aee 
the children on the playground before 
school becan. 
Miss 
Ozawa was 


watching her little flock of Japanese 
boys and girls. 
How merry they 


looked I There is a speck of a boy in 
his first trousers. He stands alone to 
display his new garments to the best 
advantage, and to avoid too close a 
contact with Hawaiian soil. Here is 
another small boy, who seems to be 
inspired with a benevolent desire to 
entertain the stranger, so he marches 
out into an open space ou the lawn, 
eyeing me all the time, and solemnly 
turns several summersaults. 
His 


efforts were succesful; 1 was enter- 
tained. 
Leaving the playground, I made 


my way to the Hawaiian room, where 
Mrs. Tarbell, assisted by a yonng Ha- 
waiian girl from Kawalahao Semi- 
nary, bas in charge some two dozen 
small natives. There are still some 
children debarred from attendance by 
whooping cough, but the room looks 
full to rue, though more have been 
and will be accommodated. Prompjjy 
at nine Miss Lizzie took her place at 
the organ and the march began. 


He was a tiny boy who led that day 


and seemed to feel his importance. 
How the eyes sparkled, and what per- 
fect time they kept. Now It la $hne 
for tbe morning song. It is a prayer, 
and hands are folded and eyes closed 
as they sing, "Father, we thank Thee 
for the night." The baby voices are 
sweet and true, and, though wayward 
eyes will fly open in spite of vigorous 
efforts to shut them tight, I am eure 
the prayer went straight op to tbe 
heart of the A.11 Father. The children 
are evidently happy. It is bard to per- 
suade them when they have outgrown 
tbe kindergarten to pass on to Ihe 
Government schools. There is a #irl 
now who has played truant and come 
back to Emma Hall. She has the pro 
verblal objection of the sex to advanc- 
ing years, and resolutely proceeds to 
throw sand in the eyes of the old gen- 
tlemen with the scythe and the hour 
glass. Twenty-three children seem to 
nil this room f u l l euough, but bow 
about tbe hundreds who need just such 
cure and training and for whom there 
is neither room nor teaching force, nor 
funds to provide the same? 


Let us look in on the Japanese class 


and see how our young hero of the 
troupers aud the youugaciobat appear 
iu the school room. One tilal of this 
class lt> the frequent changes of resi- 
dence among ttie Japanese. One set 
of children has hardly time to be 
brought 
into 
trim, 
when 
it is 


moved away and a new set comes in. j 
In this way the teacher is forced., to j 
keep going over the beginnings. *No 
other school has to face this difficulty. 
: 


The twenty-four litt'e folks present; 
this morning are mostly new scbol 
ar.s. 
What restless, eager little things 


they are! 80 full of good-natured 
mischief that one is reminded of tbe 
monkey cage at the "Zoo," they are 
so quick and funny. 
But there 'is not 


a cross face in the room ; they all look 
happy and Interested, in spite of sly , 
tricks when tbe teacher's back is' 
turned. There is the acrobat, he Is 
sewing the outlines of a clock in red ' 
worsted ; they are learning of clocks i 
and time this week. The infant iu 
trousers is on the other side of the j 
room with the haoles, and is distin- 
guishing himself by sticking parti- \ 
colored pegs iu a board—a color lesson. 
Occasionally he remembers his new 
clothes, and stands up ou the seat till 
everyone bas had the opportunity to 
wee him, if they ohose to avail them- 
selves of the privilege; then he sits 
down and continues to "peg" away 
with the rest. They look aa earnest 
as if they were producing master- 
pieces, hut are by no means SO en- 
grossed us to oe oblivious to other 
happening*. 
Nothing escapes them.

Our hour is more than gone and we j 


Lave still to see the Chinese kinder- 
garten, so bidding the busy teachers \ 
good morning, we set out for "fresh 
fields and pastures new." A cool, 
pleasant room under the Chinese 
church on Fort street is the kinder- 
garten home of the little celestials. 
Miss Mildred Kinnney has been for 
some time the teacher of this depart- 
ment, but being laid a?ide by illness 
at present^ Miss Carrie Suow is ably 
filling her place, assisted by Miss 
Nellie Kabul la of Kawaiabao Semi- 
nary. Thirty-four bilght, lively boys 
aud girls are present this morning and 
while they are playing in the yard 
we will have time to ask Miss Suow 
some questions 
It speaks well for | — 
———— 


the work done here when the teacher Or. J. Collls 
in the next grade wishes all her pupils 
could first attend the kindergarten, as 
she did when some of the little ones 
were promoted this year. There are 
three sets of twins—one pair of twin 
boys, two of girls; the boys are ab- 
sent today, but the girls are there, 
each pair so exactly alike that the 
teacher is never quite sure which one 
she is addressing till she gets her an- 
swer. There is a merchant's son, that 
little mau in silk, and very trim and 
neat he looks. 


Now the bell rings and the march 


begins, they come in in fine order, 
keeping good time and wben they 
sing they sing in tune and with weil 
modulated voices. They are studying 
about colors today, and It is amusing 
to see the tiny ones discriminate be- 
tween blue and .violet, orange and 
yellow. 
When the balls are given 


out they whi"per their preference to 
the child wbo distributes them, and 
the consequence is that more red aud 
yellow balls are used than those of 
any other colors. How politely they 
say "thank you" or "please," and 
how interested they seem to be in 
their work. It is an interesting kinder- 
garten to visit, aud the little falks are 
very attractive. I. would like to tell 
of all the points of "interest in these 
various kindergarten, but time and 
space are inexorable. If enough bas 
been said to prove that the work is 
one of virtue, or to awaken an inter- 
est in the little people of many climes 
wbo run about our streets, the object 
of this Imperfect sketch will have 
been accomplished. 


I would like to speak of the excel- 


lent record made by the Hawaiian 
girls as assistant teachers; of the in- 
fluence of the training upon them; of 
Miss Eastman's class of eleven young 
ladies; and to ask if the training class 
work is to die when this class has fin- 
ished the course, but I must leave 
that for another time or an abler pen. 
I will soggest, however, that if more 
friends of the kindergarten will take 
time to visit them oftener they will 
meet with cordial welcome, and give 
encouragement to some very hard 
working women.

Captain Judson N. Cross, who 


wrote to President Dole on the self- 
annexation of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands to the United States, evident- 
ly believes he has hit upon a good 
thing, and is pressing his argu- 
ments in the press of Minneapolis. 
The following article has been pub- 
lished by the Minneapolis Journal 
and the Penny Press: 


As you published and editorially 


commented on a letter of miae to 
President Dole, suggesting self annex- 
ation by Hawaii to tbe United States, 
as United Butes territory, and tbe 
sending of a delegate to Congress to 
ask admission at tbe coming sesmon, 
I desire to call attention to a prece 
dent of which I was unaware when I 
wrote the letter. 
When, iu 1822, Iturbide was made 


emperor of Mexico, the provinces of 
Guatarnala, Costa Rico and Nicaragua 
(on a general initiative vote in its 
favor by the pueblos iu those prov- 
inces, which had wrested independ- 
ence from Spain), proclaimed their 
self annexation to and incorporation 
with the Mexican empire. Ooe con- 
vention of Costa Rica first annexed 
Costa Rica to the Columbian republic.

It resolved upon annexa- 
tion to tre United States; and by a 
solemn and formal act on December 2, 
1822, decreed its incorp -ration with 
that republic, whose example sus- 
tained it in its adversity, and to which 
it naturally looked as the head of the 
great republican family." 
Before the United States govern- 


ment could act, Iturbide was deposed, 
Santa Ana had proclaimed the Repub- 
lic of Mexico, and acknowledged the 
independence of the Central Ameri- 
can States, whereupon the Republic 
of Central America was formed. 
While the United States govern- 


ment had not time to take action on 
the self-annexation of San Salvador, 
there are plenty of historical proofs 
tbat this self-annexation of San Sal 
vador, 
iu its distress by Imperial 


Mexican invasion, shaped the immor- 
tal message of President Monroe to the 
American Congress in the following 
December. England's Foreign Minis- 
ter, Mr. Canning, proposed to aod

bis home a hospital, and cares for 
the sick, making sure that they 
follow implicitly the directions of 
the very capable, efficient and pop- 
ular Government physician, Dr. 

The young people, un- 
der the lead of the pastor and his 
wife provide a pleasant social en- 
tertainment, free to the whole resi- 
dent population every moonlight 
Thursday evening. The house of 
worship was well filled Wednesday 
evening to have some pointed ad- 
dresses on the lessons of this provi- 
dential visitation 
of cholera at 


Honolulu.
